Representatives from the 
company included Fra n k 
Gardner, division manager; 
Gladys Elwin, secretary; ar.u 
Corinne Fuller, an operator 
who worked in the Sierra 
Madre traffic office from 
1949 to 1954. 

Mrs. Alexander recalled 
that in 1907 she rode the red 
street car to work from her 
family home .near Lamanda 
Park until she found a place 
to stay closer to the Sien-a 
Madre office. 

When .she joined the tele- 
phon.e company in 1907, the 
Monrovia Telepho .n e and 
Telegraph Company was just 
barely five years old and in¬ 
cluded Monrovia with just 
over 200 telephones, Duarte 
with about 50, Arcadia with 
some dozen Ln.strume,nts and 
Lucky Baldwin’s Santa Anita 
store with one. 

All telephone lines at that 
time were made of iron, 
with copper used only for 
the long run between Mon¬ 
rovia and El Monte. 

Telephone poles were not 
poles but rather 4x4 redwood 
posts 20 feet long with china 
buttons for insulators fas¬ 
tened to crossbars with nails. 

The old plug cord board 
that Mrs. Alexa.nder .used for 
her five years with the com¬ 
pany was the latest thing at 
the time to connect cus¬ 
tomers with oine another and 
the outside world. 

Now 90 years of age, Mrs. 
Alexander is one of the few 
surviving links with a long- 
ago era. Though she only 


worked for the telephone 
company for five years in 
Sierra Madre, from 1907 
through 1911. it was in ap¬ 
preciation of her early dedi¬ 
cation and effort to provide 
area residents with good 
quality telephone service that 
she was honored recently on 
her 90th birthday. 

Also nresent for the cele¬ 
bration was her only son. 
Calvin Alexander of Duarte.

Electricity To Go 
Up $80.9 Million 

The California Public Uti¬ 
lities Commission has grant¬ 
ed Southern California Edi¬ 
son authority to increase 
electricity rates 7.1 per cent 
as its semi-annual energy 
cost adjustment. 

None' of the Increase will 
be passed along to ‘lifeline” 
rates or the first 300 kilo- 
watthours p>er month for do¬ 
mestic service, whichever is 
greater. 

By classes of service, the 
increase amounts to 3.3 per 
cent for domestic, 8 per cent 
for agriculture, 8.1 per cent 
for commercial, 10.2 per cent 
for industrial, and 8.3 per 
cent for public authority. 

The increase reflects the 
cost to Eldison of producing 
electricity durir^ the twelve 
months ending last August 
31. A.S of that date, Edison 
had undercollect e d $107 ,- 
636,000 from its customers 
for costs directly related to 
production of electrl city 
alone. 

Major factors contributing 
to the higher cost of gener¬ 
ating electricity were the 
continuing effects of the 
drought, which preclu d e d 
purchase of cheaper hydro¬ 
electric power from the 
Northwest, and the resultant 
use of more higher-priced 
fuel oil to make up the de¬ 
ficit. 

Dollar amourri; of the in¬ 
crease is $70.9 million. 

TTie .new rates became ef¬ 
fective on Jauiuary 17.

Refund Checks 
Not Being Claimed 

‘ Federal Income tax refund 
checks totallaig $1,163,410.02 
are waiting to be claimed by 
5,165 Southern Califom i a 
taxpayer,s. 

Many of the checks were 
returned to the lnterr>al Re¬ 
venue Service as “undellver- 
able” because the persons to 
whom they were sent have 
moved and left no forward¬ 
ing address with the U.S. 
Postal Service. 

Taxpayers who filed thejr 
1976 federal tax returns on 
time and have not received 
their refunds should check 
with the IRS as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Some refund delays 
can also be caused by lost 
or stolen checks. In these 
cases, the IRS can put trac¬ 
ers on the missing checks. 

Other refunds may be de¬ 
layed because of errors or 
omissions on tax returns. In 
these cases, persons who 
have received in-structio n s 
from the IRS should forward 
the Information needed in 
order to speed up issuance of 
tlieir checks. 

In all refund inquiries, 
taxpyers must provide the 
name and address as they 
apiJeared on the return, the 
Social Security number, and 
the type of form filed. Any¬ 
one whose name cr address 
has changed since the return 
was filed should provide the 
corrected information. 

Under most circumstances, 
an undelivered refund check 
can be reissued to the new 
address and received by the 
taxpayer within two weeks.
